Iu our yostcrdny's issue wo gavo Mr. 
Card well's despatch, with the opinion of tho 
Attorney Oenoral and Solicitor Gonernl of 
England, on the question of the Crown 
Lands. Tho effect on tho community has 
been as any ono might have oxpocted. From 
one cud of Iho city to tho other there it no- 
thing but the iutetiKost indignation — if we 
except perhaps that oxponont of Hudson'* 
Day officialism and land aggrandizing pre- 
lacy — our morning contemporary. This de- 
leclablo institution, with characteristic 
brilliancy and principle, thinks tho gigantic 
outrage on tho colony perpetrated by the 
Hudson's Bay Company of the first part and 
Her Majesty's Government of the second, 
lothor a good joke thai, otherwise, and rubs 
its hands with a gloo that Uriah Hoop might 
havo ouvied. " Tlio titlo of the Hudson's 
Bay Company to tho town site is rooognised, 
the Church roservo is tlio property of tho 
Church ol England," and Uriah " washes 
his hands with invisible soap in imperceptible 
water." We have seen nowapapers -without 
much pretence to principle do a great many 
very iniquitous tilings, but wo think yester- 
day's Chronicle eclipses anything in the 
whole history of journalism. To glory in 
the most Bhameful transaction of which tho 
Home Covornmeut has been guilty since 
tho days of VValpole— to laugh with joy 
over tho spoliation of our public lands — tu 
go into rapturos at the idea of Bishop Hills 
possessing himself of a city squaro — is 
something either very near akin to idiocy or 
verging on the malignant. Wo notice the 
fact not booause it is really worth in itself 
tho attentiou ol any person in the colony or 
out of it, but bocauso it is the only effort— 
feeblo and unprincipled as it may bo — -that 
has been made or could be made, even in 
this patient cummnuity, to justify and glo.it 
over an act of injustice that leaves the Van- 
couver Island public without an acre of laud 
they can call their own. 

Mr. Curdwell shows in his despatch that 
he is very anxious that the question ol the 
Crown Lands should be settled, and makes 
tho manner and terms of sottlement quite 
subordinate things to tho dosiro for con- 
cluding tho negotiations ; but wo think, after 
all, ho has overshot tho mark. The colony 
has not yet consentoJ to tho Civil List, und 
there is not much probability now that it 
will. So long as there was anything like 
sincerity and integrity to be hoped for from 
the Colonial Office, on tlio question of the 
Crown Lands, wo wore willing to assume ull 
the burdens, with certain stipulations. The 
whole face of things is now, however, 
changed. Wo arc told distinctly that we 
aro not to havo a cent's worth of all the land 
claimed by the Company, or an inch of any 
of the disputed reserves ; and in tho lace 
of this we are to voto 815,000 for the 
Governor and the other thousands ol 
tho Civil List. We know as a colony 
wo have very little outside force. We know 
also that in coming into collision with the 
Home Government wo may logo in many 
cases more than we can hope to gain ; but 
we know that wo have at tho samo time cer- 
tain powers which Mr. Card well dare no! 
touch, and power3 that can if properly ap- 
plied render for ull practical purposes the 
decision of the- most leurned tho Attorney 
General and tho ultimatum of tho Colonial 
office null and void. There is a way to 
make the " Lord Bishop" drop his ill-gotten 
acres as the Irishman did ihe hot potato ; 
and it will ho done. Vancouver Island be- 
longs to the British people who aro on il ; 
and not tho pompons and scheming Sir Ed- 
mund Head ; nor tho (ussy Barnacles of the 
Colonial Office > nor all the unctious Gnico 
of speculative divines will block up our 
pathway to right and justice. What 
wo have gut wo will maintain, and 
what wo are wronged of wo Bhall have 
Our parental guardians have taken an in 
auspicious moment to carry out their high- 
handed measures. They havo dealt us u 
blow at a time when tho nationality ol British 
North Amorica is trembling in tho balance— 
they havo tried to disgust us with British 
rule when tho cry of annexation is heard 
Irotn ono side of tho continont to the other — 
when everything that America can do is be- 
ing done to druw tho British colonics within 
tho folds ol tlio Republic, our patrimony is 
taken from us through Imperial instigation, 
and we aro asked to htoop down meekly, as a 
beust of burden, and for partaking of tho bene- 
fits of so benign a Government, aisumu ttiu 
crushing weight of a ruinous taxation ? Is 
this tho way to build up British sentiment 
on the I'acilio coast? Is it the way to make 
tlio Briiish name rospeoted ?

THE BLACKFOOT MINES. 

As some anxiety is felt tu know some- 
thing of these distant mines tho following ac- 
counts may ba of interest, always bearing in 
mind the source from which they emanate 
and that accounts received here represent the 
Eldorado us a comparative "fizzle." 

The Walla VVat'i Statesman publishes the 
following correspuMuiuCO from a man signing 
himself Peter Miller, who writes from Wnlla 
Wulla on November loth :— 

Having recently arrived from tho heart of 
the far-famed Blackfoot country, and having 
derived a good deal of experience from a 
<«j»urn of a year and a-half there, ii has oe- 
ourred to mo that a lew lines might not be 
uninteresting to your readers. 

Much has already been said in its lavor, 
and no doubt more will contiuuo to ho said, 
but as yet I have seen no report that has 
placed it beyond what it really is — the rich- 
est and most extensive gold-diggings ever 
discovered on this coast since tho early days 
of California. Quartz mills have already 
found their way to within a few miles of the 
summit of the eastern side of the Rocky 
Mountains, ami more are on their way, 
having been ordered during the past season. 

McClellan's Gulch, on this side, and Alder 
Gulch, on the eastern slope, aro us yet the 
richest placer diggings which have yet been 
discovered, but many oilier gulches, nearly if 
not ijuite as yood are known to exist on both 
sides. In Last Chance, on this side, a tine 
piece worth eighteen hundred aud seventy 
six dollars, was picked up by one of the lor- 
tunate owners. 

The climate during tho winter, owing to 
the great altitude and northern position, is of 
course very tevere ; but the working season 
is much linger than many suppose, having 
lasted nearly six months lust year. Through 
the past winter many poor fellows were se- 
voro'y frost-bitten, and having been among 
tho number 1 can speak all the more feel- 
ingly. To this incident f owe my present 
visit to your beautiful valley, having c >mo 
for tha purpose of receiving proper medical 
treatment. 

Last winter provisions were very high- 
flour two dollars per pound, and everything 
else in proportion ; while the lovers of the 
weed were r iquirod to fork over a cool fifteen 
dollars per pound lor tobacco. But as I 
met upward! ol four thousand pack t nimals 
on thu way. I presume thero will bo n difTer- 
ffair • this winter, 
ising the Spokane river or rather 
sohed tins side, I was, through 
Iteolions of a gentleman, com- 
i as lush Jim, relieved ef all 
h, and tho further necessity of 
jf my own mule, having received 
t stone on tho left temple, which 
libie (or u long time, awakening 
to the sad reality that I iva; alone without 
either mono), blankets or mules. 

The Mountaineer gives tho following i 
Mr. Samiu I Brooks, a citizen of the Dalles, 
has just retu ncd from Montana Territory. 
Ho left Blaetfoot City on tho ii 1st of Octo- 
ber, and re loits that at tho time cf hid 
departure, snow had fallen in the mines to 
ihe depth of from six to ten inches. There 
was a little si 0W iu spots in Deer Lodge 
Valley, ami a light full had occurred in Hell- 
gate Rondo, but had gone oil, and the weath- 
er thero was delightful. He found snow 
down tho Hollgata Canyon to within ten 
miles ol Rig Blackfoot. In ooiiHoquenco ol 
tbo cold weather, washing was pretty much 
suspended in the mines, but drifting opera- 
tions continued u iih unabated energy. 

Thu trade at Blaokloot City was quiet, and 
tho following uro the prices ol loading ar- 
ticles: Flour — Salt Lake, pur one hundred 
pounds, $23 ; Oregon, $25(3820, and somo 
talk of advancing the price to $28, Baoon 
— careo sal^s of Oregon at BOo, retailing at 
(JOr.O li5o. Lard — retailing at G()e(^70c. 
Beans, 40u@45o, with sales of damaged and 
inferior at .'(5c. But cr — Isthmus, SI ; ranch, 
g| fiO. Codec — Bio, 90c ; Oosla Rloa, $1 ; 
ground, SI. Tea — common black, S'J 50; 
Japanese, $2 7&(.<i>?53 25 ; choice' green, S3 
M). Dried Fruit— Stales apples, o2o@05 : 
California peaches, 75o ; States peaches, fine. 
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>.'ii o.rco'into Big Blackfoot river ten milcB below 
cad Law, \ Stevens' Prairie. Diggings on tho sumo 
iiiniQut for 'rnngo have been found north of tho Big 
Blackfoot. Those new discovorios are fifty 
miles this side of the Little Blackfoot mines, 
and are by that dintanco closer to tbo sour- 
ces of supply on tlio Panifio sido. There 
aro about six hundred men in the new dis- 
trict, and they nte generally very short of 
supplies and nearly destitute of tho princi- 
pal conveniences ot miner's lilo. These now 
mints ore ol particular importation to the 
commercial community on this side of tho 
mountains, ns they aro nearly as close to Iho 
bead of navigation on Snako Blvor as tn 
Furt Benton and within a day's ride of Hell- 
gale- Valley— tho agricultural district nearest 
to them Tho prosperity of this valley se- 
cures u lucrative trade to this side in any 
oveut, und that prosperity is enhanced by 
the existence of such mines close to it. 

Mr. Brooks brought back several- floe spe- 
cimens of gold quartz, and one specimen of 
galena, holding mechanically a largo piece 
of gold. This is a combination hitherto, we 
believe, unheard of. 

The following exciting incident is also re- 
lated by tbo Mountaineer — 

'Sold Creek, or American Fork, Is the 
name of a tributary of llellgate river, which 
comos into that stream from the west sido, 
about twelve miles below tho Little lllack- 
foot. The creek carries n few hundred inches 
cf water, und after falling very rapidly frum 
a cluster of remarkably broken, bare granite 
peaks, debouches through a high, gravelly 
bottom, of half a mile in width, into the main 
Ilellgato river. Gold was discovered on il ii 
crook on the flat and gravel parts in 1861, 
and has boon worked ever since to a consid- 
erable profit- Somo pretty rich gulches acre 
lound upon the tributary creeks, and some 
dozen of men nro still at work on them. At 
the mouth of tho creek a settlement of some 
twenty log houses was built in 1861-2, and a 
portion of tho bouses ure now occupied, and 
a part ol them were burnt down last year — 
Four years ago tho Blackfoot Indians in- 
fested Iho adjacent country, and one fortified 
corral bears maiks ol where these predatory 
savages tried to cut away the gate frames, 
to steal a hand of hor.«is which was enclosed 
in it at night. The gate was built with an 
iron frame, concealed between two boards, 
and the Indians patiently cut into tho wood 
until their knives met the iron, when ihey lions of po 
desisted. This corral witnessed one ol those I ordinary vi 
oases of swift retributive vengeance whi h bo 
frequently overtakes criminals in thu tnotin- 
tains of Montana. T.ie circumstances are 
these : Two men oailad at tho camp ol a man 
named Bull, who was camped on Elk Cily 
prairio, in the Nez Purees mines, in tho fall 
of 1B02, and asked to slay all night. Hull 
kindly entertained tliom,nnd they, with de- 
testable ingratitude, got up in tin' night and 
stole five horses and mules front him. bull, 
no h : ng discouraged by the (act that h 1 was 
sick at the time with ague and lever, slatted 
with a friond in pursuit. Crossing the Bitter 
Root Mountuins, ono hundred aud sixty 
miles to Fort Owen, he fallowed Ihem down 
the Bitter Root river, thirty miles to Hell- 
gale, und seventy- five miles up Ihe Ilellgato 
river to Gold Creek. Twonty day- hail 
elapsed and the thieves lelt sale from pur- 
suit. When Bull arrived in the camp he 
called upon a trader, to whom ho had letters 
explaining his errand, ai d Iron) him learned 
that tho men were at that time in a ri' igli- 
boring drinking bouse. Hastily loading a 
double-barrelled shot-gUU, accompanied by 
tho friend who bad attended him from bills 
City, went over to tho drinking house. The 
establishment was a low. hewn log cabin, 
with a thatched roof, and here were thu long 
sought villains who hail sot him a-foot. One 
of them saw Bull as he came up, and imme- 
diately jumped upon a horse, which was 
hitched to tho cornii and lied. The oilier, 
whose name was Rill Arnolt, was !lea'ing a 
game of monk. As Bull entered the door 
Arnotl recognized him. Springing tn his 
feet, with his cards in one hand, with t he 
other hand he reached lor his pistol. But 
Bull was too quick for him aud brought him 
to the ground dead, with two charges of 
of buckshot and slugs. Tho other man was 
pursued about ten miles down the river — 
caught — brought back, and hung on a 
gallows hastily improvised by two log^ laid 
over tho lop ol the corral, wilh a cross piece 
tied on il. Both were buried in a clump of 
bushes near by, which grew around a stag- 
nant water hole, and Aructt was laid in ihe 
grave with his mor.tc cards still grasped in 
his baud. The verdict of the miners was, 
" Served 'em right." — Mountaineer. 



THE BIG BEND. 

Wo liuve been favored with tho follow- 
ing extract from a latter received here 
yesterday from a Curiboo miner who left 
thnt country for the Big Bend und Black- 
foot : — 

Coi.vn.Lii, Nov. 7, lSOO, 

FiiiEND , Wo nrrived nt New Fort 

Colvillo, otherwise Pincknoy City, on the 
3d iiiHt., — IS days from Cariboo. Said 
Pinckney Cily, by tho way, is one ol' the 
meanest places a man over got out of, 
being inhabited chiefly by thieves anil 
cripples, who get their living out of the 
soldiers, all the others having left for 
Blackfoot, Wo nro on our way to tin 
latter mines and have ubout 370 miles to 
travel. From such itenv.i ns wc have been 
able to pick up wo liuvo soon no ronson to 
regret that we guve Big Bend tbo go by. 
Down through British Columbia, Big 
Bond was in every body'H mouth ; we 
couldn't get a man to say Blackfoot for 
$100, even in Colvillo it was the sumo 
tho wish being father to tho thought, 
till about the time wo got thero, when 
tho arrival of threo or four men from 
Blackfoot gavo things n turn that way. 
Ca|)t. White's new steamer is nourly 
finished on tho Columbia, 10 miles from 
Colvillo, at tho spot wbero tho English 
Boundary Commission wintered in 1800. 
I saw her myself ; part of her machinery 
was in her on tho 3rd, and they expect 
to launch her next Saturday; she will be 
ready to lako a trip up tho Columbia, a 
good way towards the mines, in about 
throe weeks. The steamer is about the 
size of the Hope, and tho Colvillo folks 
think .she will knock the Thompson rivor 
route into a cocked hat next spring.

TUB MAGISTRACY. 

Kmroii liiiiTisn Colonist — Sir :— His 
Excellency has done us tho honor to appoint 
us a magistrate, who seems anxious enough 
to deal out justice by the Imperial measure 
All power to him, suy I, but I'm a little 
afraid he will Had bis hands somewhat tied, 
without a constable. He s.iys ho will swear 
one in whenever ho wants ono, and this 
undoubtedly he may sometimes be able to lo, 
but there aro periods when men engaged in 
agricultural pursuits iiannot easily bo in- 
duced to leavo tlioir occupation, and at such 
tunes, should aa occasion occur, lie would 
find it difficult, if not impossible, to proonre 
any one to undertake the office of constable. 
I Ibink a constable who could be depended 
on and who at all seasons would he at hand 
lo carry out tho instructions of the magis- 
trate and thu requirements of the law is as 
necessary as tho magistrate himself. As I 
believe Governor Kennedy is sufficiently an 
Knglishman to dislike doiog things by halves, 
I trust he will eeo that a constable is a neces- 
sary adjunct to a magistrate and act ace ird- 
ingly.
